The forests of Europe are csti- 


m»UHl as being 000,000,000 acres in 
extent, or about twenty percent ol 
the whole area of the Continent. In 
North America it is m-kone<l that 
1 460 0110,000 acres are cot oreil « ith 
trees, of which «rca 900,000,OJO me 
in British North America. In South 
America fore»t» occupy 700,000,000 
acres. The total amount for the two 
continents of • the Ne>v World and 
Europe gives 3,000.000 geographical 
miles. The proportion of forest laiul 
to the whole area of Europe, as above 
stated, is computed at twenty per 
cent.; in America, twenty-one per 
cent. Supposing, therefoie, twenty 
per cent, to be the proportion in 
Asia, Africa, and Australia, the 
grand total of the forests of the 
world coter a space of 7,734,000 
geographical miles.

Although, says the S' teatiji, 
Air.t -ii-aii, there are no available st. - 
ti.stics to show the ex Jet rate of speed

•apply, it is easy to see th.it it is be- 
. ing done with great rapidity. Taking 


the legitimate use of lumber alone, 
industries based on its m..uufucture vy 
constitute the second in point of mag- 
nitude in America, und are only ex- 
ceeded by the iron interest. About 
150,000 p'ersons.are stated to be em- 
ployed in producing sawed lumber 
alone; 8143,500,000 are invested 
therein, "and r.285,000 Uths, 3,365,- 
000,000 shingles, nnd 12,756,000,000 
feet of timber are yearly manufac- 
tured." Ou the secondary indus- 
tries based on the uie of lumber as 
a raw material, carpentry, cnbinct- 
making, ship-building, etc., millions 
of people are employed. According 
to Prof. Brewer's as.ertion, wood 
form', the fuel of two thirds the 
population, aad the partial fuel of 
nine-tcn*hs of the remaining third; 
add this to tho former estimate, and 
some general idea will bo obtained 
of the enormous drain upon Ameri- 
can forests that is constantly in pro- 
gress. As & fact, it ii well known 
that in 1871 as many as 10,000 acres 
of forest were stripped of their tim- 
ber, to supply Chicago with fuel, 
and yet no attempt is made to re- 
produce.—Land und Wuttr.
